Morgan  makes  much  of  the  fact  in  his  last  advertisement  in  “The  Star”,  June  24th, 
1813,  that  his  tokens  were  issued  by  Royal  Licence;  he  particularly  notes  that  they 
were,  issued  under  “Legislative  sanction  and  patronage,  by  Three  successive  Acts  of 
Parliament.” 

Unfortunately  for  Morgan,  although  these  statements  looked  very  nice  in  print,  they 
were  completely  unfounded  and  untrue.  An  explanation  of  the  term  “Royal  Licence” 
appeared  in  the  “London  Sun”  of  November  20th,  1811,  and  also  in  “Bell’s  Weekly 
Messenger”  for  November  24th,  1811.  It  said: 

“SILVER  TOKENS. — As  we  have  understood  that  large  quantities  of  shilling 
and  sixpenny  tokens  have  been  of  late  issued  by  private  individuals  in  different 
countries,  and  particularly  in  the  City  of  Bristol  and  its  neighbourhood, 
purporting  to  be  issued  by  Royal  Licence,  we  thought  it  desirable  to  inquire  into 
the  circumstances,  and  we  are  enabled  to  authoritatively  state  that  there  has 
been  no  Royal  Licence  nor  permission  whatsoever  granted  or  given  for  the  issue 
of  any  such  tokens.  We  are  further  enabled  to  state  that  an  inquiry  having  been 
made  at  one  of  the  places  from  which  some  of  these  tokens  were  issued,  “what 
was  meant  by  the  Royal  Licence?”  the  answer  given  was — that  it  only  meant  the 
Licence  that  all  manufacturers  of  silver  are  obliged  by  law  to  take  out.  Persons 
therefore  to  whom  such  tokens  are  offered  should  be  upon  their  guard  and 
aware  that  they  have  no  security  whatever  for  the  return  of  the  difference 
between  their  nominal  and  real  value.” 

I  do  not  think  that  one’s  imagination  need  be  severely  strained  to  hazard  an 
enlightened  guess  as  to  which  was  the  “place  from  which  some  of  these  tokens  were 
issued”  where  “Bell’s  Weekly  Messenger”  had  pursued  their  enquiries. 

The  difference  between  nominal  and  real  value  that  the  public  are  so  earnestly 
warned  to  be  on  their  guard  against  is  most  adequately  illustrated  in  Table  1.  The  great 
demand  existing  for  silver  small  change  can  obviously  be  seen  since  after  such  a  public 
notice  so  early  in  his  manufacturing  career  (only  eight  months  after  starting  in  March, 
1811),  Morgan  continued  a  thriving  business  with  quite  a  large  output  for  a  further  two 
years. 

In  his  last  advertisement  in  “The  Star”,  June  24th,  1813,  Morgan  mentions  gold 
tokens.  He  does  not  appear  to  have  actually  manufactured  any  gold  tokens  for 
circulation  although  he  did  strike  proofs  in  a  variety  of  metals.  It  is  just  possible  that  he 
may  have  had  a  small  quantity  of  proofs  struck  in  gold  for  presentation  purposes,  etc., 
but  none  appear  to  have  survived  or  been  recorded. 

Besides  inspiring  confidence  in  quoting  his  “Royal  Licence”  in  his  advertisements 
and  on  a  number  of  his  tokens,  Morgan  also  put  promises  to  pay  the  bearer  in  notes  on 
several  of  his  pieces.  Dalton  states  (p.  vii),  “It  will  also  be  noticed  in  almost  every  case 
where  he  [Morgan]  manufactured  a  token  it  hardly  ever  made  any  promise  to  pay  in 
Bank  notes,  as  many  of  the  genuine  issuers  did  when  their  tokens  were  presented. 
That  of  Lynn  (D.8)  is  one  of  the  few  exceptions.  Take,  for  instance,  the  Middlesex 
issues,  which  he  must  have  been  largely  concerned  with;  this  promise  to  pay  only 
occurs  on  nos.  19,  20  and  41,  and  these  three  pieces  are  all  rare,  so  they  could  not  have 
been  struck  in  large  quantities.”

What  Dalton  says  is  not  strictly  accurate  as  Table  2  illustrates  listing  those  tokens 
mentioning  payment  in  notes,  together  with  Dalton's  own  degrees  of  rarity.  Dalton 
only  mentions  four  tokens  in  this  category  but  as  seen  on  Table  2,  25  types  are  known 
in  all,  two  being  copper  plated  proofs.  Subtracting  Dalton's  four  and  the  proofs  still 
leaves  us  with  19  tokens  which  specifically  mention  that  the  token  concerned  will  be 
redeemed  in  sufficient  quantities  by  Bank  notes.  When  it  is  considered  that  Morgan 
was  subservient  to  a  certain  degree  to  his  clients  wishes  as  to  legends  and  types  used 
this  total  does  not  show  in  too  bad  a  light.  I  would  ascribe  to  Morgan  from  examination 
of  the  various  sources  and  the  coins  themselves  a  total  of  131  coins,  108  of  which  were 
normal  issues  and  23  proof  coins.  Hence  a  total  of  23  out  of  his  108  normal  issues  bear 
such  a  promise  of  payment. 

Several  of  the  advertisements  mention  Morgan's  ready  holding  of  stock,  e.g. 
“tokens  kept  ready  made",  “dies  engraved  to  order",  and  “dies  of  numerous  patterns 
ready  engraved”.  He  appears  to  have  executed  individual  dies  for  certain  orders  but  he 
often  re-used  dies  more  than  once.  As  an  example  there  is  D.l  1,  a  Cornwall  shilling, 
which  has  the  same  obverse  die  as  Devonshire  numbers  D.4  and  D.5.  Several  obverses 
and  reverses  from  various  counties  were  joined  in  this  way  to  form  a  new  token.  The 
exception  is  a  shilling  of  Leicestershire,  D.4,  which  is  formed  of  the  reverse  of  the 
Leicestershire  D.l  and  D.2.  This  token  formed  by  two  reverse  dies  is  a  very  rare 
specimen.  It  naturally  gives  rise  to  some  speculation  as  to  the  form  the  dies  took  which 
would  allow  two  reverses  to  be  muled  together  and  it  must  have  been  quite  a  difficult 
task.  Possibly  this  one  example  of  such  muling  represents  an  experiment  in  methods  of 
compounding  new  tokens  and  the  technical  difficulties  were  such  as  to  preclude  any 
further  attempts  at  making  such  tokens. 
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Morgan  made  for  circulation  in  certain  areas  a  number  of  tokens  which  may  best  be 
termed  “fakes”,  as  against  forgeries.  Apparently  a  number  of  the  tokens  bear  names 
and  addresses  that,  as  far  as  present  search  may  ascertain,  did  not  exist,  but  one  cannot 
be  too  dogmatic  over  these  tokens  since  several  are  of  quite  good  weight  and 
appearance.  Possibly  they  are  “genuine  traders  tokens”  whose  issuers  are  simply  for 
the  presented  untraced,  there  are  sufficient  examples  of  similar  tokens  in  the  17th  and 
18th  centuries  which  are  accepted  without  the  stigma  of  “fake”.  If  these  particular 
Morgan  tokens  are  in  fact  fakes,  as  against  forgeries  which  are  taken  to  be  fraudulent 
copies  of  existing  tokens,  why  should  he  bother  to  go  to  such  trouble?  Generally  they 
are  not  known  in  any  large  quantities  so  that  the  cost  of  their  manufacture,  the  cutting 
of  dies,  the  metal,  striking  and  distribution  could  have  hardly  made  them  profitable. 
Which  latter  point  raises  another  problem  in  respect  of  many  of  the  Morgan  tokens 
which  are  undoubted  genuine  traders  tokens.  Many  of  the  basic  types  indicate  the  use 
of  several  different  dies  and  often  the  issuer  for  whom  they  were  struck  was  not  in  a 
business  that  would  require  so  many  tokens  at  what  would  be  a  considerable  expense 
for  a  very  small  return.  A  good  example  of  this  occurs  under  Suffolk  with  the  shilling 
issued  of  Ipswich.  When  the  seven  shillings  involved  (Dalton,  Suffolk  1-7)  are 
examined  a  curious  fact  becomes  evident — as  Arthur  Waters  pointed  out.  For  the 
seven  tokens  Morgan  employed  eight  dies  to  make  them  and  five  of  the  dies  do  not 
occur  anywhere  else.  How  a  profit  was  made  in  this  instance  by  either  Morgan  or  the 
issuer  is  a  question  of  speculation.  There  must  have  been  a  profit  somewhere, 
Morgan’s  advertisements  with  his  repeated  assertions  that  unpaid  letters  would  not  be 
admitted  show  that  he  was  no  philanthropist!

VERICA’S  COINAGE  -  MINIMS’  WITH 
ARCHITECTURAL  REVERSE  TYPES

Further  to  Richard  Plant’s  article1  at  least  one  other  small  coin  (i.e.  minim  which 
equals  ‘quarter-unit’)  of  Verica  with  an  architectural-type  reverse  is  known.  So  until,  if 
ever,  the  sequence  of  these  issues  can  be  determined  the  coin  recently  sold  by 
Schweizerische  Kreditstalt  cannot  be  claimed  as  the  first-ever  building  on  a  British 
coin. 

The  previously  published  coin  of  similar  type  is  from  archaeological  excavations  in 
Chichester.2  Whilst  this  Chichester  silver  quarter  unit  has  an  obverse  which  is  quite 
different  (being  a  bucranium  with  VERICA  around)  the  reverse  is  similar.  The 
Chichester  quarter-unit  bears  the  design  of  a  tomb  or  temple  with  a  curved  roof  with, 
in  the  centre,  four  single  pellets  separated  by  one  horizontal  and  two  adjacent  vertical 
lines.  The  reverse  letters  are  CF,  but  shown  the  right  way  up.  Other  recent  discoveries 
such  as  the  1986  Selsey  hoard3  include  coins  (Selsey  nos  9  and  10)  with  obverse  types 
similar  to  that  illustrated  by  Plant,  although  with  the  more  complete  legend  VERICA 
REX. 

It  is,  however,  Plant’s  suggestion  (p.  168)  that  this  reverse  type  is  a  depiction  of  an 
actual  building  in  Britain  that  is  most  contentious.  Carson2  suggested  that  the 
Chichester  example  has  similarities  with  the  DIVVS  AVGVSTVS  PATER  issues  of 
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Tiberius  ( RIC  I,  p.  95,  no.  6).  More  recently,  the  various  new  types  of  Verica  from  the 
Selsey  hoard  have  parallels  in  the  Waltham  St  Lawrence  and  Wanborough  hoards. 
Burnett3  proposes  that  all  the  dynastic  issues  of  the  Selsey  hoard  show  considerable 
Roman  influence  in  their  'style  and  legends’.  It  would  seem  Verica’s  coin  minters  were 
copying  Roman  coin  types  and  that  there  are  no  real  grounds  for  assuming  that  this 
architectural-type  reverse  on  coins  of  Verica  need  reflect  any  actual  buildings  in  Late 
Iron  Age  Britain.  Indeed,  what  evidence  there  is  from  archaeology  of  temples  in  the 
Atrebatic  area  suggests  that  they  were  much  less  impressive  -  for  instance  Lancing4  - 
or  even  altogether  not  Classical,  at  Hayling  Island,3  and  so  they  are  unlikely  to  have 
resembled  the  depiction  on  the  coin. 

It  is  most  unfortunate  that  the  coin  published  by  Plant  has  no  provenance  infor¬ 
mation.  Whilst  a  Wanborough  origin  might  be  inferred  this  coin  cannot  be  securely 
added  to  any  of  the  distribution  patterns  nor  can  it  be  firmly  associated  with  coins  of 
other  types  and  issuers.

A  BRITISH  “FEUDAL”  COIN 
FROM  GERMANY 

RICHARD  PLANT 


A  small  billon  German  coin  of  the  eighteenth  century  -  minted  by  a  Duke  of  York! 

In  these  days  of  high  prices,  it  pays  to  research  to  the  full  the  coins  we  already 
possess  -  we  may  be  in  for  a  number  of  interesting  surprises.  The  coin  is  a  one 
Mariengroschen  of  the  Prince-Bishopric  of  Osnabruck  dated  1724,  with  a  crowned 
E  A  monogram  on  the  obverse,  The  small  'L  to  the  right  of  the  monogram  is  a  little 
off-putting,  as  the  ruler  is  actually  Ernst  August  II.  I  have  been  informed  by  Dr 
Manfred  Meinz,  the  Director  of  the  Kulturgeschichtliches  Museum  in  Osnabruck  that 
the  T’  is  there  to  emphasise  the  denomination  and  that  the  2  Mariengroschen  of  1724 
has  a  ‘2’  in  the  same  position  on  the  obverse. 

The  Peace  of  Westphalia  was  signed  in  the  Town  Hall  at  Osnabruck  on  25  October 
1648.  One  of  the  items  agreed  to  in  the  terms  of  this  treaty  -  which  ended  the  terrible 
Thirty  Years  War  -  was  that  Osnabruck  should  be  ruled  alternately  by  Catholic  and 
Protestant  bishops;  the  British  connections  arise  from  the  fact  that  the  Protestant

bishops  belonged  to  the  Ducal  House  of  Brunswick-Luneburg,  which  was  to  give  us 
our  Hanoverian  Kings  -  starting  with  George  I  in  1714  (who  was  born  at  Osnabruck  on 
28  May  1660). 

Thus  the  line  of  Prince-Bishops  runs: 

Franz-Wilhelm  von  Wartenberg  -  Catholic  -  1625-61 
Ernst  August  I  of  Brunswick-Lubeburg  -  Protestant  -  1662-98 
Charles  of  Lorraine  -  Catholic  -  1698-1715 
Ernst  August  II  of  Brunswick-Luneburg  -  Protestant  -  1716-28 
Clement  August  of  Bavaria  -  Catholic  -  1728—61 
Friedrich  of  Brunswick-Luneburg  -  Protestant  -  1764-1802, 
after  which  the  see  was  secularised. 

Ernst  August  II  was  the  younger  brother  of  our  King  George  I  and,  after  George’s 
accession  to  the  British  throne,  Ernst  August  received  British  titles  -  the  Duchy  of 
York  in  England  and  the  Duchy  of  Albany  in  Scotland. 

On  a  coin  of  larger  denomination,  the  Reichstaler,  his  full  heraldic  arms  are 
displayed  on  the  obverse,  surrounded  by  the  Garter.  These  are  very  similar  to  the 
Anglo-Hanoverian  Royal  Arms,  with  England  and  Scotland  impaled  in  the  first 
quarter,  France  in  the  second  and  Ireland  in  the  third.  In  the  fourth  quarter  we  see 
Brunswick,  Luneburg,  and  Westphalia  but,  whereas  on  the  royal  arms  the  Crown  of 
Charlemagne  was  placed  on  a  shield  in  the  centre,  these  arms  show  the  Wheel  of 
Osnabruck  on  the  central  escutcheon.  We  note  that  on  the  reverse  of  the  Reichstaler 
Ernst  August  is  named  in  Latin  as  Duke  of  Brunswick  and  Luneburg.  This  was  because 
according  to  German  rules  all  sons  of  a  Duke  inherited  the  Ducal  title.

It  has  only  been  in  quite  recent  years  that  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum  decided 
to  add  a  further  dimension  to  the  national  collection  of  coins  and  medals  by 
authorising  an  active  policy  for  the  acquisition  of  bank  notes.  To  implement  this  a 
Curator,  Virginia  Hewitt,  was  appointed  who  quickly  began  to  make  her  mark  in 
building  up  the  collection  and,  not  least,  in  making  bank  note  collectors  and  numisma¬ 
tists  aware  of  this  by  accepting  invitations  to  lecture  to  numismatic  societies  and  at 
meetings  of  the  British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies.  All  this  has  now  borne 
fruit  in  the  new  exhibition  at  the  British  Museum,  mounted  in  association  with  the 
Bank  of  England. 

The  title  of  the  Exhibition  is  a  very  appropriate  one,  since,  although  letters  of  credit 
had  been  in  existence  and  used  for  many  years  before  the  introduction  of  bank  notes  in 
this  country,  the  populace  at  large  needed  some  considerable  persuasion  before  they 
were  prepared  to  accept  that  these  flimsy  pieces  of  paper  were  indeed  “As  Good  as 
Gold”  -  the  sovereign  familiar  to  the  more  affluent  and  which  Mayhew’s  poor  could 
only  sigh  after.  Like  so  many  new  innovations,  the  notes  soon  became  accepted 
because  of  their  commercial  usefulness.  Nowadays  our  bank  notes  are  taken  so  much 
for  granted  that  we  hardly  raise  an  eyebrow  when  their  size  is  changed  and  certainly 
few  would  be  able  to  quickly  name  or  to  put  the  national  characters  depicted  on  the 
reverses  in  their  value  order  without  a  swift  check  in  the  wallet,  at  least  for  the  lower 
denominations  (Isaac  Newton;  The  Duke  of  Wellington;  Florence  Nightingale;  Wil¬ 
liam  Shakespeare  and  Sir  Christopher  Wren).  No  doubt  some  of  us  still  remember  the 
old  large  black  and  white  £5  notes  with  the  plain  white  back,  and  the  shopkeeper  who

would  often  insist  on  having  your  name  and  address  written  on  it  before  they  would 
accept  so  large  a  sum  -  such  is  the  price  of  inflation! 

The  exhibition  is  not  a  history  of  banking,  it  concentrates  on  the  three  centuries 
history  of  British  bank  note  design  since  the  granting  of  the  Charter  of  the  Bank  of 
England  on  the  morning  of  27  July  1694.  The  Charter  does  not  mention  bank  notes, 
but  that  same  afternoon  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Court  of  Directors,  they  were 
discussing  the  fundamental  issue  of  “the  method  of  giving  receipts  for  running  cash”  - 
the  banknote  was  born!  The  changing  face  of  that  “baby”  over  300  years  is  the  essence 
of  the  exhibition.  It  is  interesting  to  see  (note?)  how  the  designs  reflect  contemporary 
attitudes  and  art.  A  major  figure  in  the  early  nineteenth  century  was  the  celebrated 
wood-engraver  Thomas  Bewick,  noted  for  his  books  with  detailed  representations  of 
animals  and  birds.  Invited  to  engrave  a  £5  note  for  the  Carlisle  Bank  he  quickly 
realised  the  need  for  intricate  geometric  machine-work  designs  to  combat  forgery, 
although  the  Bank  of  England  in  its  report  did  not  agree  with  him.  Nowadays  such 
work  is  accepted  as  highly  necessary  for  security  reasons  and,  not  least,  it  adds  to  the 
attraction  and  acceptance  of  the  note.  In  the  twentieth  century  this  has  become  a 
highly  specialised  aspect  of  graphic  design,  nowhere  seen  to  better  effect  than  on  the 
present  “D”  series  of  notes,  all  designed  by  H.  N.  Eccleston,  the  recently  retired 
Artist-Designer  for  the  Bank  of  England. 

The  material  in  the  exhibition  is  very  wide  ranging,  being  drawn  from  both  the 
British  Museum  and  the  Bank  of  England  collections,  with  many  fine  examples  of 
engraving  from  the  national  Bank  and  the  many  local  banks  that  existed  until  their 
gradual  absorption  into  the  larger  groups  (some  of  their  symbols  still  remain,  although 
their  antecedents  are  invariably  forgotten  today,  e.g.  the  grasshopper  and  the  black 
horse).  Amongst  the  sections  of  the  exhibition  of  particular  interest  are  those  devoted 
to  the  manufacture  of  bank  notes  and  the  processes  involved,  and  another  to  forgeries 
and  other  illicit  representations.  We  tend  to  forget  that  bank  note  forgery  was  a  capital 
offence  in  the  last  century  -  William  Booth  who  struck  penny  tokens  at  Perry  Barr  in 
1811  was  hung  for  bank  note  forgery  on  15  August  1812  at  Stafford.  “Illegal 
representations”  still  cause  the  Bank  some  concern,  only  recently  in  the  newspapers 
has  been  the  case  of  the  artist  who  transgressed  by  painting  highly  collectable,  large 
and  accurate  representations  of  currency  notes. 

A  lavishly  illustrated  book  written  by  Virginia  Hewitt  and  John  Keyworth,  the 
Curator  of  the  Bank  of  England,  accompanies  the  exhibition.  The  illustrations  are 
excellent  and  a  special  feature  is  the  frequent  use  of  enlarged  details  in  colour  and 
black  and  white  from  the  notes  so  that  their  design  can  really  be  appreciated.  It  gives  a 
most  readable  account  of  the  changing  designs  of  the  notes  from  the  private  and  public 
banks  of  Britain,  their  evolution  from  seventeeth  century  calligraphy  through  Victor¬ 
ian  allegory  to  the  later  twentieth  century  colourful  pictorial  designs.  It  is  an  obvious 
“must”  for  all  bank  note  collectors,  and  it  will  also  be  of  interest  to  anyone  concerned 
with  the  history  of  design  and  art  history,  seen  here  in  a  very  specific  social  and 
economic  context. 

The  exhibition  “As  Good  as  Gold”  continues  at  the  British  Museum  until  29 
November  1987.

BRITISH  COMMEMORATIVE  MEDALS 
AND  THEIR  VALUES  by  Christopher  Eimer.

Christopher  Eimer  is  a  well-known  and 
much  respected  dealer  in  the  held  of  historical 
medals.  Over  the  last  few  years,  he  has  been 
researching  for  a  book  on  the  subject.  His 
labours  have  now  borne  fruit  with  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  British  Commemorative  Medals  and 
their  Values. 

In  1980,  Chris  opened  the  Sicilian  Gallery  in 
central  London.  This  was  a  completely  new 
concept.  His  wide-ranging  stock  was  exhibited 
in  wall-mounted  display  cases,  with  lighting  to 
do  justice  to  the  engraver's  art.  The  British 
Museum  was  not  far  away,  thus  allowing  Chris 
easy  access  to  the  nation’s  numismatic  collec¬ 
tion  with  its  cabinets  of  fine  British  historical 
medals.  Later,  he  closed  the  gallery  and 
traded,  as  he  had  done  in  the  past,  from  home. 
This  gave  him  more  time  to  devote  to  the 
manuscript  of  his  proposed  book,  which  is  now 
available  to  all.  I  shall  always  recall  Chris’s 
neat  phrase  from  those  days,  "Every  coin  tells 
a  story,  but  every  medal  tells  a  different  one”. 
How  true!  Chris  has  now  proved  his  point  in 
book  form. 

The  commemorative,  or  historical  medal,  as 
they  are  also  known,  has  served  for  more  than 
500  years  as  a  unique  and  intimate  record  of 
the  development  of  Britain  and  its  people. 
This  fact  unfolds  even  with  the  most  cursory 
glances  through  his  book. 

However,  there  is  far  more  to  the  work  than 
a  potted  record  of  the  country’s  progress  and 
its  inhabitants’  achievements.  The  catalogue 
fills  the  need  for  a  comprehensive,  yet  concise, 
list  of  the  nation's  historical  medals  together 
with  detailed  descriptions  and  brief,  yet  highly 
informative,  notes. 

Over  2,000  medals  are  listed  and  more  than 
600  illustrations  complement  the  text.  Why  the 
specimens  were  struck,  by  whom  and  in  which 
metals  are  all  revealed.  Biographical  and  his¬ 
torical  notes  shed  further  light  on  the  subject, 
or  the  circumstances  of  issue.  There  is  a  sec¬ 
tion  on  collecting  and  understanding  medals. 
The  chapter  on  the  use  of  the  catalogue  con¬ 
tains  an  excellent  glossary  and,  in  addition, 
there  is  an  extensive  bibliography  and  very 
useful  indices.  The  medals  are  grouped  by 
reigns  and  listed  in  chronological  order. 


The  valuations  for  individual  medals,  which 
are  generally  given  for  VF  and  EF  state,  will 
prove  invaluable  to  the  collector  and  dealer. 
The  work  has  the  right  degree  of  scholarship 
combined  with  a  practical  approach  to  make  it 
of  use  both  to  the  serious  numismatist  and  the 
casual  collector. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  see  if  the  work 
stimulates  a  further  interest  in  commemorative 
medals.  Certainly  the  work  falls  well  into  the 
“highly  recommended”  category.
